NEW MINISTRY 
IS INSTALLED 


Has the Efiect of Relleving 
Tension In Constantinople 


MILITARY SITUATION SERIOUS 


Leaders In Present Movement, Which 
Has Wiped Out Committee of Union 
and Progress, Was Its Mainstay, 
While Second and Third Army 
Corps, Should They Remain Faith- 
ful, Would Precipitate Civil War 


Constantinople, April 15.—After the 
stirring events: of Tuesday and the 
early part of Wednesday in the Turk- 
ish capital, the successful formation 
of the cabinet and the issuance of an 
imperial proclamation ordaining the 
observance of the Sheri laws and the 
preservation of the constitution has 
served to bring about a comparatively 
peaceful situation here. The members 
of the new cabinet, of which Tewfik 
Pasha is the grand vizier, have been 
installed in office. 

The formation of the cabinet, al- 
though it is not composed according to 
general expecations, has greatly re- 
lieved the tension. The majority of 
the people passed a sleepless night 
Tuesday, owing to the continuous 
discharges of musketry. 

Confidence is gradually returning, 
although the military situation will re- 
quire all the energies of the new gov- 
ernment for its successful handling 
and the promulgation of wise meas- 
ures so that the army may be placed 
on a more satisfactory basis. 

One of the first acts of the gov- 
ernment will be to supply new officers 
to replace those who have been re- 
jected by the men, and this will be 
no easy task. Fortunately, the new 
minister of war, Edhem Pasha, is 
generally respected and trusted, and 
it is believed that he will sueceed in 
restoring order. 

Much anxiety is felt concerning the 
attitude of the Second and Third army 


corps at Adrianople and _ Saloniki. |. 


Should they remain faithful to the 
committee on union and progress, the 
result must be civil war. , 

It is noteworthy that while the revo- 
lution of last July was the work of 
officers, the present movement was 
carried forward by the soldiers, aided 
by the religious party, the leaders in 
the movement being the very troops, 
the Saloniki Chausseurs, which here- 
tofore had been the mainstay of the 
committee of union and progress. 

The rising has resulted in the com- 
plete obliteration of this committee 
and its newspaper organs, while many 
deputies representing the committee 
group have resigned or remain in 
their homes. 

During the whole thrilling, mo- 
mentous episode, the salient features 
of the reve'ntion were the loyalty of 
the troops and the people to the sul- 
tan, whose name was frequently ac- 
claimed, and the absence of attacks 
on the lives and property of citizens. 

The new cabinet held a meeting last 
night to deliberate on the situation. 
The grand vizer and Sheik Ul Islam 
arrived at the porte in state Tuesday 
afternoon and were cheered by an im- 
mense crowd that had gathered there. 
On the approach of the cortege an in- 
timation was sent to the troops, and 
the discharges of musketry ceased like 
magic. 

The precincts of the porte were 
crowded in every part, and the hall 
where the ministry was installed was 
packed to overflowing. An imperial 
decree appointing Tewfik Pasha grand 
vizier and confirming Zin Eddin Ef- 
fendi as Sheik Ul] Islam, also ordains 
the strict observance of the Sheri 
laws and the preservation of the con- 
stitution “for the maintainance of thé 
security and progress of the govern- 
ment and country and the welfare of 
all my people.” 


WRECKED AMID ICE FIELDS 


Bealing Steamer Goes to the Bottom 
With Season’s Catch Aboard 

St. John’s, April 15.—With but a 
short distance separating them from 
this, their home port, and a ready 
market for their catch, the 200 men 
composing the crew of the sealing 
steamer Vanguard were forced to 
abandon their ship and the results of 
their month of strenuous work when 
the steamer’s main shaft was broken 
among the ice fields. 

Nine thousand seals went down with 
the steamer,’ representing the crew’s 
anticipated means of subsistence for 
fie greater part of the coming year. 


Engine Goes Over Embankment 

Colebrook, N. H., April 15.—The 
engine of a work train ran into a 
washout about half a mile north of the 
Colebrook station and went over the 
embankment. No one was hurt. 
Three miles south of the Colebrook 
station there is a Washout of about 150 
feet .of track.

Troy, N. Y., April 14.—Five Hun- 
garians were killed in a cave-in at a 
slate quarry at Granville.

The women of Washington, deter- 
mined to show that the littered condi- 
tion of some of the streets is.not their 
fault, decided some time ago to devote 
part of today to clearing up the stray 
bits of raper that are eyesores to the 
residents with proper civic pride. 

Accordingly, at 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing and later, the spectacle was pre- 
sented of many well dressed women 
in some of the finest residential dis- 
tricts personally picking up the pa- 
pers in the streets and and parks near 
their homes. The movement was 
headed by the Twentieth Century 
club, which embraces in its member- 
ship many women of Washington's 
best known families. 


PLANS ARE CHANGED 


Roosevelt Will Cut Out Dinner and 
Reception at Mombasa 
Mombasa, April 15.—A cablegram 
received here from Theodore Roose- 
velt declining an invitation to attend 
a public reception and a dinner makes 
it evident that he has decided not to 
stop in Mombasa. Roosevelt asks 
in this message that he be conveyed 
direct by special train from the steam- 
er to the ranch of Sir Alfred Pease, on 
the Athi river. Roosevelt will be 
Pease’s guest for the first fortnight’s 

stay in the protectorate. 

There has been a sudden outbreak 
of smallpox at Nairobi. Forty deaths 
have occurred in the quarantine camp 
and three cases are reported from Juja 
ranch, the property of George Mc- 
Millan, who will be Roosevelt’s host 
during a portion of his stay in this 
section. 


PARDON GRANTED 
AN EMBEZZLER 


Former Treasurer of Haverhil 
Leaves State Prison 


Boston, April 15.—Ex-City Treas- 
urer John A. Glines of Haverhill, who 
has served all but five weeks of a five- 
year term for embezzlement, was 
granted a pardon by Governor Draper, 
and Glines left Charlestown last night 
with Mrs. Glines, who had come from 
their home to meet him, 

The fact of Glines’ arrest and trial 
caused a sensation throughout the 
commonwealth. Glines had an excel- 
lent reputation for industry and hon- 
esty. 

The testimony showed that he had 
been led into speculation, and that at 
first he raised money upon his real es- 
tate and lost it, and then took the 
money of the city with the intention of 
replacing it.

It is believed that the husband's dis- 
appointment over the size of his wife’s 
dowry led to the shooting. The 
couple had been married just three 
weeks. 


A Startling Discovery 

Des Moines, April 14.—An investi- 
gation conducted by the Des Moines 
Tubercular association resulted in the 
discovery that six out of every ten 
children examined are infected with 
tuberculosis. Most of the cases are 
incipient, but in many the disease has 
progressed to a dangerous degree.

GOVERNMENT 
Baltimore Collector Ordered to 
Seize Great Distillery Plant 


CAREFUL INVESTIGATION MADE 


Extended Over Period of Nearly Three 
Months, Disclosing Alleged Viola- 
tions of International Revenue Law 
Sufficient to Cause Forfeiture of 
Plant and Contents, Including Near- 
ly 8000 Barrels of Whisky 


Washington, April 15.—As a result 
of an investigation into charges of vio- 
lation of the internal revenue law, 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
Capers issued formal instructions to 
Collector Goldsboro at Baltimore, di- 
recting him to seize the Carroll 
Springs Distilling company’s plant, 
one of the largest registered grain dis- 
tilleries in Maryland. © 

The seizure, which will involve the 
government taking possession of near- 
ly 8000 barrels of whisky, is based up- 
on a long examination which has been 
under the personal direction of Cap- 
ers, who himself visited the establish- 
ment about three months ago, when 
the alleged violations were first 
brought to his attention. 

After his investigation, Revenue 
Agent Perkins was directed to detail 
special gaugers and inspectors, who 
have been at the distillery and the 
large bcnded warehouses, to make a 
careful investigation for an extended 
period. 

This investigation lasted nearly 
three months, the result being, it is 
alleged, that violations of the law 
were found sufficient to cause the for- 
feiture of the plant, its contents and 
the contents of the warehouses. 

Commissioner Capers declined to 
give any of the details as to the 
charges of fraud, but it is understood 
that they involve discoveries of new 
whisky in old barrels, the substitu- 
tion of new whisky for older whisky 
and the removal of it without the pay- 
ment of $1.10 a gallon to the govern- 
ment; the substitution of gin for 
whisky in some instances, and in 
some of the packages excessive want- 
age and similar evidences of what it 
is claimed worked a direct fraud upon 
the United States in that it deprived 
the government of its revenues upon 
the product of the distillery. 


SOLID FOR INCOME TAX

bers of the senate conferred in an ef- |. 


fort to agree upon a policy toward 
tariff legislation. At the end of that 
time it was announced that they had 
agreed to support an income tax 
amendment and would present a solid 
front against any Republcian opposi- 
tion to an income tax for raising 
revenue. ; . . 

The conference also went on record 
as favoring a general reduction on 
tariff schedules, particularly those 
relating to the necessaries of life. ' 


FORTY-FIVE BACKED DOWN 


Four Score Recruits For “Navy of the 
Lord” Baptised In Icy Water 

St. Louis, April 12.—While thou- 
sands of persons struggled for points 
of vantage Sunday, 80 of the 125 re- 
cruits for the “Navy of the Lord,” a 
negro church, were immersed in the 
icy waters of the Mississippi river by 
Rev. J. B. Parker, who is called 
“The Admiral” by his converts. 

The baptised negroes, after run- 
ning from the water, changed their 
garments in a nearby boilershop. 

Forty-five of the recruits turned 
their backs on “The Navy” when they 
felt the cold water. 


STOLE FUNDS FROM CITY 


Deputy Comptroller Goes to Prison, 
Despite His Political Pull 
Atlantic City, N. J., April 15.— 
Former Deputy City Comptroller John 
Andrews was sentenced to six years 
in prison on his plea of guilty to steal- 

ing $24,000 of the city’s funds. 

Andrews had made good his short- 
age and disappeared before the em- 
bezzlement was- discovered. On be- 
ing brought back political influence 
was exerted in his behalf, but failed 
to save him.

The president will be 
at Beverly as soon after congress ad- 
journs as he can conveniently reach 
there and will remain at the summer 
home until] late in August, for even if 
he goes west he will not begin the 
trip unti] that time.

A distinguished com- 
pany heard with appreciation the 
young soprano in a Bellini aria and 
several groups of songs, noticeable 
among which were classical German 
leider and several modern French 
songs.

Massachusetts State Poultry Asso- 
ciation to be Organized 


There will be a meeting of Massa- 
chusetts people interested in poultry 
culture in the rooms of the Board of 
Agriculture at the State House, Bos- 
ton, Friday, April 16th, to organize 
a state poultry adgsociation. The 
|} movement for an organization of this 
kind began at a conference of poultry 
keepers at the rooms of the Board of 
Agriculture early in February. There 
were present at this meetifig some 
twenty persons, representing nearly 
as many towns. 

It was the unanimous opinion of 
those assembled that a state associa- 
tion. should be formed, but that no 
permanent orgatiization ought to be 
made until the movement had been 
advertised throughout the state and 


everyone interested in poultry within | 


the Conimonwealth given an oppor- 
tunity to take part in the work of 
organization and in the first election 
of officers. 

At the same time it was agreed that 
the size and representative character 
of this conference warranted its tak- 
ing such preliminary action as would 
make it possible to complete the per- 
manent organization at the meeting 
called for that purpose. A tempo- 
rary organization was formed with 
Henry Dana Smith of Rockland, 
chairman, and Rev. W. H. Davenport 
of Colrain, secretary. Chas. A. Miller 
of Walpole, E. F. Gay of Norwood 
and A. W. Brooks of Ashby, were ap- 
pointed a committee on tmembers. 
Rev. Fred T. Knight of Scituate, J. 
H. Robinson of Reading and Henry 
D. Smith were appointed a commit- 
tee to report on work for a state as- 
sociation requiring immediate atten- 
tion. The chairman and secretary, 
with A. F. Hunter of Abington, Dr. 
P. T. Woods of Middleton and J. H. 
Robinson, were appointed a commit- 
tee to draft a constitution and when 
ready to report, to fix a date for a 
meeting to complete the organiza- 
tion. 

_The idea of a state poultry asso- 
ciation has been so favorably received 
by all poultry keepers the promoters 
of the movement have been able to 
meet personally, that it is expected 
the meeting at Boston, April 16th, 
will be largely attended and every 
part of the state fully represented in 
the permanent organization. The 
proposed state association will not 
in any way conflict with existing 
poultry associations. It will be con- 
cerned principally with educational 
and legislative matters affecting the 
poultry industry with in the state. 
Its prime object will be to secure 
concert of action among the poultry 
per dai of the Commonwealth in 
such matters.

Datos Upset x-Pesidnt' | 
Plea of lliness 
FORCIBLY PUT ABOARD VESSEL 


Placed on Mattress and Carried From 
Hotel to Pler of Stretcher Manned 
by Four Negroes—Great Crowd Fol- 
lows Procession Through Streete— 
Deported Man Sees Breach of Inter- 
national Law by France 


Fort de France, Martinique, April 
12.—Prior to. his being taken aboard 
the steamer Versailles for deportation 
to France, ex-President Castro pre- 
pared a written protest against the 
action of the French government, 
which has-been submitted to the aa- 
thorities here: It reads as follows: 

“I hereby protest against the action 
of the French authorities of Martinique 
in having me put, by force, on board 
an out-going vessel: First, becaude | 
was ill at the time and because the 
act imperilled my life; second; be- 
cause I have commiftted no offense 
against the government of France and 
the authorities of Martinique during 
the time that I was permitted to re- 
main on that island; and, findlly, bé- 
cause the décres Of expulsion Which 
orders my deportation out of French 
territory compels me to take passage 
aboard a vessel which will again land 
me on French territory. 

“Moreover ; these considerations 
aside, the case constitutes a breach of 
international law and a denial of the 
rights of individdals. That sich a 
thing should have come to pass in the 
lahd which saw the birth of Josephine 
and from which came the inspiration 
and prestige of liberty, and at the 
hands of a people who shed their hlood 
by torrents hardly a century ago to 
maintain unimpaired the rights and 
prerogatives of mai, is inconceivable. 

The ex-president sald, just before 
the sailing of thé Versailles, that if 
he was at libérty when he arrived at 
St. Nazarle, he would immediately 
ptoceed to Spain to take passage for 
Santa Croz, Teneriffe. Castro added 
that he was leaving his brother Car- 
melo here for the purpose of receiv- 
ing mail which he expects to be for- 
warded from Trinidad and Venezuela. 

The Versailles will stop at .Basse 
Terre; Gaudeloupe. Hardly had the 
steather left port Saturday night when 
a party of Castro’s friends arrived on 
the steamer Goelette from Saint Lu- 
cia, They were very much surprised 
that Castro had been expelled from 
the island, and had a long consulta- 
tion with Castro’s brother. 

The removal of the former president 
of Venezuela from the hotel to the 
steatier was not without its pitiful as- 
pect. imniédiately on the announce- 
merit by thé medical commission, who 
made a lefigthy physical examination 
of Castro, that he was quite capable 
of making the voyage, the commissary 
of police, with an escort of gend- 
armes, invaded the hotel and préceed- 
ed to his chamber. 

They found Castro in bed, and; al- 
though he still protested that he could 
not fiiove and refused to dress, they 
carried hiti down stars, the patient 
all the while moaning dismally, on a 
mattress, and placed him on a 
stretcher. Officers from the United 
States cruiser North Carolina, in 
civilian dress, helped to make him as 
comfortable as possible, and then the 
stfréetchér was picked up by four ne- 
groes and taken to the steamer dock. 
Gendaérmes guatded it on each side 
and a crowd of people numbering fully 
2000 followed the procession through 
the s ts. 

The entrance to the French line 
pliers was guarded by police and no 
one was permitted to enter, except 
those who were directly connected 
with the transfer of Castro. Some 
difficulty was experienced in hoisting 
the litter aboard, and for a moment 
Castro was in peril of falling out. 

The stretcher was set down in one 
of the cabins, and Castro at once de- 
claréd that the room was too small 
and demanded that he be transferred 
to another cabin. He was promised 
that a change would be made during 
the course of the voyage. 


Famous inn Burned 

Asheville, N. C., April 15.—Of the 
once beautiful Kenilworth Inn, which 
had housed some of the country’s 
greatest celebrities, nothing remains 
but a pile of charred and smouldering 
ruins; Notwithstanding the alarm of 
fire was sounded when all the guests 
were asleep, only one person was in- 
jured, Joseph M. Gazzam, owner of 
the hotel, who jumped from a third- 
story wifidow and sustained internal 
injuries. The loss is estimated at 
$250,000.

An Official Word Uttered 


We are glad to have the communi- 
cation of Chairman Stone of the 
School Board as published elsewhere: 
While he suggests what everybody 
understands to be so, namely, that 
the School Committee are a power 
unto themselves, yet it is most grat- 
ifying that the Committee has de- 
cided to yield to the wishes of the 
town as expressed so emphatically 
at the last town meeting. We doubt 
if Mr. Stone would wish to have the 
people understand that the voters. in 
that meeting did not know what they 
were voting upon, It is just as pos- 
sible that they may be misled by 
the biased statements of School 
teachers and Committee members ut- 
tered in private since the public dis- 
cussion was held, as it is that they 
were swept off their feet at that 
meeting. Personally, the writer can- 
not refrain from illustrating his own 
attitude with regard to this constan 
reiteration that “the people didn’t 
know what -they were voting about,” 
by the story that-is told of the noto- 
rious colored man in one of the little 
country towns, who never was known 
to have more than a quarter in his 


pocket at any one time. Standing on 


the corner one day, he was accosted 
by a man who rushed up to him 
from across the street, and flourish- 
ing a $20 bill, asked him if he could 
change it. The poor and rather shift- 
less citizen stared at him aghast for 
a moment, and then, recovering his 
voice, said, “Sho, boss, I haint got 
but five cents to my name, but, by 
golly, 1 does thank you for the com- 
pliment.” 

So the writer is very much obliged 
for the compliment, but he has a 
much higher opinion of the intelli- 
gence of the citizens of Andover 
than to think for a moment that their 
action was the result of anything but 
their honest, sober judgment, formed 
out of many years’ knowledge of 
school tendencies, but crystallized 
at the last annual meeting. 

We think that anyone who takes 
any other view than this of the last 
Town Meeting action has no knowl- 
edge of public opinion, or its method 
of expression. We shall have more 
to say of Mr. Stone’s written argu- 
ment in a later issue.

Spring building in Andover was as 
quiet as it is at the present time.

There are 
practically no tenements available 
at the present time that are desira- 
ble, and as for separate houses of 
moderate rent, they are unknown. 
If somebody would invent a scheme 
by which ‘sant worth of improve- 
ments could be made available on a 
$15 a month rent, a hundred houses 
would go up in Andover within as 
many days.

Speaker Walker’s Good Work 


Speaker Walker of the House of 
Representatives did a notable service 
on Wednesday when he took the 
‘floor and secured the defeat of the 
proposition to have the Legislature 
‘fix the price of gas in East Boston. 
There will be some criticism of his 
action on the ground that to many 
people it will appear that he has de- 
feated the movement to secure lower 
priced gas in this particular locality. 
Had that been the only question that 
was before the Legislature, the 
Speaker would be open to very strong 
‘criticism for his actions. The situa- 
tion was a disturbing one due largely 
to the standing of the committee 
having it in charge and particularly 
because of the unfortunate manners 
and equipment of its chairman which 
practically unfit him for any effective 
legislative work. Most of the propo- 
sitions fathered by this Committee 
during the present session have been 
defeated, and the present program 
to take away from the Gas and Elec- 
tric Light Commission, the power to- 
regulate the price, met with a similar 
fate in its early stages, so far as the 
Committee were concerned. It 
needed a strong stand if the policy 
of the Commonwealth was to be 
continued secure, so far as the State 
has to do with the control of public 
service, and Mr. Walker has ren- 
dered the cause of Commission con- 
trol of public service great aid by his 
‘action’ this week. 

Men may differ (as they properly 
do) with regard to the efficiency and 
success attending the administration 
of public service through commission 
regulation. That they do differ is 
not up for discussion at the present 
time. In Massachusetts it is an es- 
tablished policy to refer the details 
affecting gas and electric lights to 
the Gas and Electric Light Commis- 
sion, those affecting railroad prob- 
lems to the Railroad Commission, 
and so on. Under this policy, Massa- 
chusetts has thus far secured an ef- 
ficient service paralleled by no other 
state in the Union, as proven by sta- 
tistics and other abundant evidence 
of all sorts. Because any particular 
community has failed to get what it 
feels it is entitled to, is not justifica- 
‘tidén for the breaking down of this 
system. The broad view of the 
problem looks beyond the immediate 
advantage of either a small commu- 
nity or the State itself, and sees the 
policy involved that must either be 
maintained or overthrown. We be- 
lieve that the time has not yet come 
for an overthrow of the Massachu- 
setts policy of commission regulation 
in all branches of public service. 
The results attending Mr. Walker’s 
efforts are disappointing only in the 
size of the majority that he was able 
to secure. His appeal should have 
led to a greater unanimity on the part 
of the members of the House, for its 
effect upon any future attempts along 
similar lines.

THE ANDOVER ‘TOWNSMAN, 


Chairman Stone Argues That the 
_Voters Didn't Know What 
They Were Doing at 
Recent Town Meeting 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 

While the school committee wel- 
come any bona fide discussion of the 
public school curriculum, not only for 
their own information but also as a 
means of enlightening the public, I 
cannot but feel that the action taken 
at the recent Town Meeting was un- 
fortunate and_ ill-advised, nowith- 
standing the fact that such action 
has been effective in arousing an un- 
usual interest in questions vitally af- 
fecting the public schools. 

I further feel that before taking fi- 
nal action on matters of so great con- 
sequence as those involving the pro- 
per training and education of our 
children, the town should be. thor- 
oughly informed as to the most ef- 
fective methods which have been em- 
ployed, not only in this country but 
abroad, to meet the social and in- 
dustrial conditions .of the present 
time. 

To obtain such information re- 
quires time, wide reading, study and 
reflection. It goes without saying, 
therefore, that without previous 
warning to spring upon a Town 
Meeting the question of making or 
unmaking a curriculum affords no 
opportunity for that mature delibera- 
tion which the question of such mag- 
nitude imperatively demands. 

It frequently happens, too, that in 
a Town Meeting where many ques- 
tions are to be discussed within a 
very limited period of time, the real 
issue is lost sight of, and the empha- 
sis is laid: on collateral matters for 
the sole purpose of diverting the at- 
tention from the real issue. Indeed, 
the truth of this observation can be 
easily demonstrated by a hasty an- 
alysis of the arguments made by the 
opponents of the present school cur- 
riculum. : 

The statement was made that’ the 
Town of Andover was expending 
more money for the maintenance of 
her public schools than other towns 
of the same size in which similar con- 
ditions prevailed. If we assume that 
statement to be correct, what of it? 
What logical connection is there be- 
tween that fact, if it be a fact, and 
the abolition of cooking, sewing, phy- 
sical culture and manual training? 

For the purposes of this discussion, 
we may admit at the outset that it 
would lower the tax rate if the pub- 
lic schools were entirely abolished. 
But this argument would not be con- 
vincing either as to the value of the 
public schools, or as a reason for 
their destruction. Such an argument 
shows mental confusion and a failure 
clearly to grasp the real issue in- 
volved. It further shows that the 
emphasis was laid on a collateral is- 
sue, namely, the tax rate, which, im- 
portant though it be, had nothing 
whatever to do with the: question un- 
der discussion. obs : ‘ 

It by no means’ follows that be- 
cause the town voted to abolish cook- 
ing, sewing, physical culture and man- 
ual training, without giving any rea- 
sons therefor, except the one above. 
mentioned, that the citizens of the 
town considered these subjects as 
non-essetitials. A more natural, and 
probably the true, inférence would be 
that such hasty) and _ilconsidered 
action was due to lack of information 
and to an atmosphere temporarily 
electrified from the surcharged bat- 
teries of a popular and convincing 
speaker. I doubt whether one per- 
son. who criticized the present school 
methods has within the last ten years 
visited a public school, read the ‘re- 
ports of the State Board of Educa- 
tion, or sought to inform himself in 
any way as to the merits of those 
subjects which he nonchalantly voted 
to take from the curriculum. Could 
anything be more absurd than to 
condemn, after fifteen minutes of con- 
sideration, that which the most com- 
petent judges, after years of study, 
have unqualifiedly endorsed. 

While a ‘town meeting is an ap- 
propriate place in which to discuss 
and act upon matters of everyday oc- 
currence with which the average man 
is petfectly familiar, it is not the 
place to take final action upon ques- 
tions with the merits of which a large 
majority of the meeting are necess- 
arily unfamiliar. If the citizens of 
the town are dissatisfied with certain 
subjects contained in the curriculum, 
categorical objections should be filed 
with the school committee, and a 
reasonable time allowed them to re- 
ply to such objections. A discussion 
at a town meeting of the subjects 
which a curriculum shall contain may 
be a wise and proper proceeding,: but 
it is a most unwise and improper 
proceeding to attempt to form a 
curriculum at a town meeting with- 
out first referring the matter to the 
school committee, and receiving a 
report from them. The school com- 
mittee, in my opinion, is the proper 
tribunal to which such matters should 
be referred, as it is a deliberative 
body, and therefore in a position to 
give these questions the considera- 
tion which their importance deserves. 

For these reasons, I am further 
of the opinion that final action on 
matters involving the determination 
of a curriculum should be taken, not 
by the citizens in town meeting as- 
sembled, but by the regularly con- 
stituted authorities, the school com- 
mittee.

If wé do not protect otrr trees, 
what will the outcome be 

The brown tail caterpillars have 
begun to crawl. It will do no good 
to crawl after them. We must hustle. 
We must get them off the trées and 
burn them without delay. 

I am amazed at the great number 
of nests still to be seen as I go 
about the country. Every owner of 
trees should have these nests re- 
moved at once. A man with large 
acreage’ cannot destroy every nest, 
but the destruction of each nest means 
death to from three to five hundred 
of these pests, and will help greatly 
in keeping the number down. 

The gypsy moths seem to be more 
destructive than the brown tail and 
harder to combat. They deposit eggs 
in unlooked for places; and they will 
eat everything green. The thing to 
do is to paint the nests with creo- 
sote, and later on, to spray the trees 
with something deadly. feel sure 
it will be a long fight, but with the 
help we are now havirig from the 
government, I believe if every owner 
of trees will do his duty, the scourge 
can be kept under control and our 
beautiful trees and shrubs may be 
spared. CHARLES L. CARTER

The- Editor of the Townsman, 
Dear Sir: 

As everyone must be who desires 
the preservation of our trees, I have 
been especially interested in the com- 
munications in regard to the gypsy 
and brown tail moths. 

There is a statement in Mr. Gutter- 
son’s letter of last week that I think 
may be advantageously considered. 

“It seems to me that the town is 
doing all it can, and that it is. the 
duty of everyone to help. One man 
will go over his trees very carefully, 
removing every nest, while his neigh- 
bor leaves his untouched in the next 
field, and in this way fruitful breed- 
ing places are provided.” 

The season being so far advanced, 
the caterpillars will soon leave their 
nests and begin their devastation, 
this statement may now be true, but 
many of us feel that all will not be 
accomplished that might and should 
have been. In the first place few, if 
any steps have been taken to enforce 
the state law which requires land 
owners to remove the pests from 
their trees. Each autumn a copy of 
this law is sent by the town to every 
land owner, requiring such care of 
the trees and stating that if he does 
not give it by the 1st of Jan., the 
town will do the work and charge 
the land owners accordingly. Con- 
sequently many, I was about to say 
most of the land owners have done 
absolutely nothing to destroy the 
pests on their land. They neglect 
the work because they personally do 
not believe that the pests are a ser- 
ious menace—because in spite of the 
annual warnings or threats they see 
that the town does not enforce the 
law and because any care necessi- 
tates some expenditure. The result 
is what Mr. Gutterson says and what 
almost all of us must have seen, that 
there are infested tracts throughout 
the town which will act as breeding 
centres and practically neutralize any 
care given to adjacent land. 

It may be argued that the appro- 
priation allowed the tree warden does 
not permit more extensive work but 
the law expressly provides that the 
work done by the town in conse- 
quence of the land owner’s neglect 
shall be paid for by the land owners, 
so the cost of the work is largely 
outside the appropriation. . 

‘For work so done, the town 1s 
only permitted to tax the landlord 
1-2 of I percent of the property’s val- 
uation. Such work has now been so 
long left undone that I fear thorough 
work now done might often exceed 
the 1-2 per cent but this is no rea- 
son why all the work possible should 
not be done, nor any reason why the 
work should not have been done when 
it would have come well within the 
I-2 per cent. 

Again it might be said that ‘even 
if the town had the funds, the moth 
force has done all that the time per- 
mitted, but the force has done con- 
siderable private work at the request 
of individuals and work of individuals 
who, I know in certain cases have 
told the local men that they did not 
care in the least whether it was done 
by the local men or others. The 
land owners were ready to pay and 
as long as the work was done they 
did not care at all who did it. 

Finally the work done has not been 
thorough. In cutting the brown tail 
moths from my trees even when the 
ground is covered with snow and 
with a man directly below the one in 
the tree who does the cutting re- 
quires decided care to find all the 
nests cut. It is.impossible that when 
the gatherers follow the cutters and 
when the ground is leaf littered that 
they should find all the nests, and 
one is not surprised to find many 
nests still lying akout on “cleaned 
districts. As all of experience know 
the finding and destruction of the 
egg clusters of the far more des- 
tructive gypsy moth requires even 
more careful and conscientious work. 

As I said it was too late to do 
more this year, but if our-trees are 
to be preserved more must be done 
‘in the future. 

In the first place the serious men- 
ace not only to their trees but also 
to their pockets from the caterpillar 
pests must be brought home to the 
public and the individual, the -state 
law must be executed. 

Those who arte willing to employ 
outside help should be encouraged 
to do so afid the town force should 
devote its'time to the highways and 
the land that otherwise would be 
neglected. 

And conscientious painstaking men 
must always be employed for all the 
work and the work: must be done 
under the most favorable conditions.

A 
device has been made and patented 
and proved by years of use, which is 
automatic in caring for expansion and 
contraction. This device is called 
a Variation.

In ad- 
dition it allows for services being 
taken from either side of it for house 
connections, being placéd every fifty 
feet on the line and having pluged 
openings on the side ‘of the top.

Method of Charging for Steam 


This matter is perhaps of more in- 
terest to the prospective consumer 
than either the question of expansion 
or insulation, and I will say has been 
up for adjustment for a long time. 
And without fear of contradiction I 
can state it has been absolutely solv- 
ed to the satisfaction of both sides;

There are certain laws of nature met 
in the universe that are anchanging.

Along this line of procedure 
has come the present method of 
measuring steam delivered for heat- 
ing purposes. First we are able to 
determine just the number of heat 
units contained in the various fuels 
per pound. Then we know the meth- 
ods for most economically  ex- 
tracting every one of those units. 
We are further able to determine 
just how many of these units are ab- 
sorbed by one pound of water in 
changing from water to steam, also 
how many are wasted. Now a fixed 
law enables us to ascertain just how 
much steam a pound of water by the 
absorption of just so many heat units 
will make. And the law of recip- 
rocity found in nature is such that 
we can tell by the pounds of con- 
densed water returned from a sys- 
tem (that is with the heat units ex- 
tracted) just how much heat has been 
used, and there is your method for 
measuring steam: a meter measuring 
the condensation. 

We know the price of coal.
